Lare laft Night 
we heard ‘great Shooting towards Guaftalla, to day 
we forag’d, under a Guard of 200 Horfe comman- 
ded by. Lient, Coll. Exbeville,. in which. we 2 
Horfes wounded. 6.. We hear from Oftiglia thar-4 
‘Companies of the Regiment ‘of the Rhingrave are 
arriv'd there. Deferters report that the Enemy loft 
above: 100 Men laft, Night before Guaftalla. No- 
thing has. pafs’d- betwixt the .2' Arinies except.cx- 
changing a few 47. We forrag’d to 
day under the Convoy of Lieut. Coll, Martini, lofing 
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only 1 Trooper and 4 Horfes. The Troops of Wol- 
fenburtel, 1480. innumber, are arriv’d at St. Bene- 
detto, where they will reft for a day or two. 8. The 
Small-fhot of the Garrifon of Guattalla was conti- 
nued vigoroufly laft Night. Capt. Szius of the Re- 
giment of Ebergeni went out with a Party yefter- 
day on the other fide of the Mincio : between Goito 
and Mantua he lighted on 18 Waggons loaded with 
Powder and other Ammunition, convoy’d by 40 
Men, whom he cut in pieces, brought away the 
Horfes, blew up the Powder, and burnt the reft. 
We have 3 more Parties abroad. 9. Towards Eve- 
ning we receiv'd 211 of our Men that were made 
Prifoners in the Fight at Santa Vittoria. We have 
Advice that Guaftalla began to capitulate to day. 
General Solari has defended that Place 11 days,tho’ 
very ill provided with Ammunition and Provifions, 
without any Outworks or Ramparts, and where 
they had not time fo much as to make a Ditch and 
plant Palifadoes. 10..Our Left Wing has forrag’d 
without lofs. Major Spleny has cut off 30 Men 
near the Enemy’s Guard, and brought in 2 Prifoners 
with 41 Horfes and Oxen. The Major of the Regi- 
ment of Palfi is gone out upon a Party with 300 
Horfe. 
From the Leyden Gazette, Dated Sept. 28. 
Rome, Sept. 9. Cardinal Grimani in an Audience 
which he had of the Pope on the 3d, demanded 
Winter Quarters of him for part of the Imperial 
Army in the Ferrarefe, when Prince Eugene fhould 
think fit to end the Campaign; but his Holynefs ex- 
cus’d himfelf, declaring that he would hold the Bal- 
lance even, and give no. Umbrage to either of the 
Partys that are in Arms in Italy. Since the Bartel of 
Luzara above 300 Deferters, moft French, are 
come irito this Ciry, bur the Pope will not fuffer 
any of them to be lifted in his new Levys. . 
Naples, Sept. 5, The Count de Tholoufe, who is 
at Meffina, has teceiv’d Orders to return to Thoulon 
with his Squadron.
